Owing to the - -ct that many of the 
tw elve families in the building 
kept 
roomers, It is expected that the death 
list may never be known. 
The Red Cross has taken charge of 
the relief work and has treated many 
injured who did not report to hospit­ 
als. 
The tenem ent janitor sw ears 
that 
the gas company was repeatedly noti­ 
fied to fix a defective main. 
Escaping 
gas is hindering tile rescuers. 
According to

janitor, 
there 
were approxim ately eight people 
in 
each of the twelve families in the ten­ 
ement.

blown away by the explosion, only one 
entrance was left open for escape and 
this was clogged after the explosion 
by flames. 
Many children were rescued by be­ 
ing tossed by their parents 
in 
the 
burning building to men below. 
Practically all thorpe who escaped 
w ere barefooted and nearly all were 
thinly clad. 
'J he biting cold w eather 
and glass-strewn streets uiaoe their 
plight pitiable.

NEW YORK, Feb. 2.—A move­ 
m ent for a national appeal for un­ 
impassioned consideration of the 
crisis with Germany by President 
Wilson, Congress and the press, 
and suggesting a final offer of me­ 
diation in the war, was started 
here today by a communication 
addressed to the President and 
signed by twenty-six persons, in­ 
cluding Amos Ptnchot, , aul H. 
Kellogg, 
George 
W. 
KJrchwey 
and Oswald Garrison Villard. The 
appeal was printed in half page 
advertisem ents 
in 
newspapers 
and at the bottom was appended a 
line asking all persons who en­ 
dorse sentim ents contained in the 
m essage to telegraph President 
Wilson at once. 
“We reaognize the perplexity of 
the problem before you,' the tele­ 
gram to the President read, “aud 
we wish to express our confidence 
In your wisdom and your power of 
leadership.” 
The president is asked, how­ 
ever, not to aflow the nation “to 
be dragooned into the 
w ar 
at 
the very end of acts of despera­ 
tion committed by any of the bel­ 
ligerents.” 
The appeal expresses confidence 
in President 
Wilson 
and 
says 
that the people electing him sup­ 
port him in extrem e m easures to 
keep the country out of war. 
The following suggestions of a 
course are then made to the Pres­ 
ident: 
•first—That you call on Con­ 
gress and the press of tnq United 
S tates for a deliberate and un­ 
impassioned consideration of the 
international question 
with 
tm* 
future of mankind In mind as well 
as in the present crisis. 
“Second—That you call on the 
belligerents both to meet, as the 
Central powers have already of­ 
ter eu lo do, and also to state 
their term s, as the allien already 
have done. 
“Third—T hat you 
audress

executive 
heads of the governments a final 
and personal of mediation.” 
The m essage reminds President 
W ilson “th at hasty reactions of 
the public press have not in ear­ 
lier crises represented the fun­ 
dam ental feeling of the people ” 
The message, concludes with the 
following: 
“We believe that your great op­ 
portunity as a fighting leader of 
the people of this country is a t 
hand. 
The men and women who 
elected you will back you in the 
most retrem e measures for keep­ 
ing this country clear of any ig­ 
nom inious eleventh-hour pai'j lci- 
pat ion in a struggle for m astery 
which to not their own.”
